Fruit dealers of the city: of Winni- 
peg eent a petition not long since. to 
Prelt t asking that the duty on 
fruit bo removed during those months 
of the year when fresh fruit cannot be 
obtained from Canadian ‘producers. 
Unfortunately the petition went in 
too late to be dealt with at this session, 
but it drew the welcome’ assurance 
fiom Mr, Fielding that the matter will 
be taken up next seasion. It is to be 
hoped that when taken up more wi!l 
be given than has been asked for, and 
the duty removed entirely and all the 
year round, Aside from the need of 
revenue, it is inconceivable why the 
Canadian consumer should be made 
to pay duty on fruit grown in the 
Southern States during those months 
oi the year when the Canadian grower 
has no fruit for sale. Its admission 
free during those months could hurt no 
interest, even of ‘the “protected’”’ 
stamp. Yet the fruit growers of the 
Niagara peninsula waxed wroth at the 
supgestion and sent down petitions 
end a delegation to Ottawa to head 
off.the tlireatened calamity. The posi- 
tion they seem to take is that when 
they have no fruit to sell we should 
not: be allowed ‘to buy any fruit at all. 
This is a new cevelopment of the ‘‘pro- 
tection” theory, though not much more 
peculiar than some other propositions 
which have ‘been deduced from it’and 
demanded in its name. Perhaps the 
idea is that abstinence makes the 
heart grow fonder, and that the longer 
we are kept without fruit the more of 
it we will buy when the Niagara gentle- 
men are able to supply us and gracious 
enough to do so.
